WAR LECTURES AT KINGSTOWN. 
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Rev. A. J. Waldron, Vicar of Brixton, in the 
Town Hall, Kingstown, yesterday began a series 
of war lectures to Irish audiences. Tile lectures 
are founded on the rev. gentleman's personal ex- 
eriences with the British armies on the differeut 
ronts. Speaking in the afternoon on the subject 
of “ Spiritualism, Ghosts, and the Angels of Mousa,” 
he submitted that all spiritist phenomena had n 
subjective origin. This explained “The Angels 
of Mons” and similar apparitions which French, 
Russian, Serbian, and Italian soldiers stated ther 
had seen between them and the enemy at different 
times during the fighting. 

At the night, lecture the Rev. Mr. Waldron dealt 
with the war in France and the Balkans. Ile 
said there was now a great spirit of optimism at 
the Headquarters Staff. He did not think it worth 
while ‘to talk about peace until we had biaten 
Germany to her knees, for if that were not done 
the war would be repeated in another 20 or 25 
years time. Proceeding, he remarked that if there 
was ono class which had done its duty in this 
war it was. the British aristocracy, and when the 
boys came home they would remember that. Hate 
between the classes and the masses had been 

The war had done more 
ry. a 


affairs in the Balkans-to the influence of German 
gold. He said the British had been late in Serbia 
and in Mesopotamia and in the matter of a flying 
corps. Mentioning a conversation with Mr. Pem- 
berton Billing, M.P., he observed that that genile- 
man had a good many cards up his sleeve which 
he had hot yet shown. He made complaint of 
twelve thousand Germans now living at liberty in 
London. They were told they were naturalised. 
He would not trust a German to-day, naturalised 
or unnaturalised, He disagreed with the policy 
which made Mr. Balfour head of the Admiralty, 
and asked as they had a soldier at the head of 
the Army why should they not have a sailor head 
of the Navy.

Sir Charles Monro gives 
us a wealth of detail, but, somehow, the 
great coup is not wholly explained. He is 
like the conjurer who is ready to describe, 
with elaborate -candour, how a trick. was 
done. We should like to know a good 
deal more of what happened on the nights 
of December 19th, 1915, and January 8th, 
1916—but the Germans and the Turks are 
even: more eager for information. Sir 
Ilan Hamilton's despatch was written with 
an eye to literary effect. Sir Charles 


‘Monro’s manner is as straightforward as 


Xenophon’s ; yet the impression which his 
narrative leaves on the mind is deep and 
lasting. It is the story of a great blunder 
glorified, if not redeemed, by consummate 
devotion and skill. Towards the end of 
last October the Government began to 
realise that our position in Gallipoli was 
extremely grave. Sir Charles Monro, 
then a little-known officer, was sent out 
to report on the situation—one of the most 
invidious tasks that ‘were ever imposed on 
a British soldier. He found that the 
positions of our troops in the Peninsula 
“ presented a military situation unique in 
history.” We had secured a bare fringe 
of the coast. Our whole line, exposed to 
the accurate fire of the Turkish guns, 
possessed “ every possible military defect.-” 
The troops were weakened by heavy losses 
in action and by disease. Sir Charles 
Monro reported in favour of a complete 
evacuation, and his despatch describes 
how the operation was accomplished with 
perfect success in the face of enormous 
difficulties. He preludes the story with 
an account, which all Irishmen will read 
with eager pride, of the work of the 10th 
(Irish) Division in Serbia. . The Division’s 
duty was to hold the Bulgarians in the 
north until the larger British and French 
forces had established themselves strongly’ 
at Salonika. It achieved this crucial 
task “‘ very creditably,” retiring slowly and 
stubbornly before huge odds. Sir Charles 
Monro pays a high tribute to the resource 
and ability of Sir Bryan Mahon, and 
hopes that the invaluable work of this 
Irish general and of his Irish officers will 
receive “full recognition.” 

Only a careful study of the despatch 
will enable our readers to do justice to 
the men who planned and executed the 
evacuation of Suvla Bay, Anzac, and Cape 
Helles. - The operations were conducted 
by Lieutenant-General Sir William Bird- 
wood under the chief control of Sir Charles 
Monro. The evacuation would have been 
incredible if it had not been accomplished. 
At no point in the Suvla area were our 
first. lines further than three hundred 
yards from the Turkish trenches. The 
foe was alert, brave, and in superior 
strength. 
seas of a treachery which has been 
hymned by a thousand poets, the coast- 
line narrow and dangerous. A great Army, 
including tents, guns, stores, and animals, 
had to be evacuated. The thing was done. 
The great Army was removed in perfect 
safety ; only a few ancient guns and mules 
were left as booty for the Turk, who, on 
the morning of the 20th December, found 
himself bewildered and alone. Sir Charles 
Monro attributes the miracle to a com- 
bination of luck and skill. The luck at 
Suvla and Anzac consisted in calm 
weather and a haze which clouded the 
face of the full moon. The skill—a 
marvel of discipline and organisation— 
was shown by all ranks, from Sir William 
Birdwood to the humblest  stretcher- 
bearer; but directing and controlling it 
all, though the .despatch is modestly 
silent on this, point, we’ can detect the 
calm and penetrating genius of Sir Charles 
Monro. He planned the evacuation in 
three stages, and the co-operation of the 
Fleet. There was a triumphant subtlety 
in his decision, both at Suvla and Helles, 
to depart from “the text-book principles ”’ 


which ordain that an evacuation should: 


be preceded by a combined naval and mili- 
tary feint. The operations at Suvla 
worked without a hitch, but there were 
some anxious moments at Helles when the 
final stage of the evacuation was executed 
on the night of the 8th January. The 
Turks were now on their guard. The 
wind freshened at the critical moment.

- Russia, the 
chief source of supply of wood, was cut 
off, and wood had to be obtained from 
more distant countries, notably Japan, or 
picked up here and there at home. A sub- 
stitute had to be found . for’ muriate of 
potash, the chief chemical ingredient, 
which was in German hands, and this was 
obtained by a revival of the kelp-burning 
industry on the coasts of Ireland and 
Scotland. In these circumstances the 
supply of materials was expensive and pre- 
carious. The enormous rise in freights 
added to the cost of production. The 
manufacturers now represent that the 
addition to these burdens of a very heavy 
tax will go far to kill the industry. On 
the other hand, it must be remembered, as 
Mr. Montagu pointed out yesterday, that 
at present the British industry is not in- 
adequately protected against foreign com- 
petition. The manufacturers will pass on 
the tax, together with any incidental ex- 
which it may involve, to the 
general public, as they have’ already 
passed on the increased cost of pro- 
duction ; and. since matches are a neces- 
sity, the public will pay. The Government 
has already made some concessions. It has 
agreed not to levy the tax on matches 
in stock when the Budget was introduced, 
and it has further undertaken to allow 
manufacturers, subject to their giving a 
bond, a period of grace before the tax has 
actually to be paid. In the public in- 
terest, however, it cannot entertain 
the question of further concessions until 
the manufacturers withdraw from their 
present arbitrary attitude. The authority 
of the State cannot be undermined 
by any encouragement of the vicious 
notion that, if any section of the com- 
munity dislikes a war tax, it may forth- 
with go on strike against it. Any conces- 
sion to the manufacturers must be made 
on the merits of the case; there can be no 
concession, or appearance of concession, to 
threats.

The French Deputies. 


A party representative of the French 
Parliament is now- in England on a brief 
visit. 
Paris a few weeks ago, when a British 
Parliamentary group visited France, have 
an important place in the programme, and 
the first was held yesterday. The visitors 
are also to see munition works and other 
places in which British war effort is being 
manifested in a concrete form. The King, 
in his address to the members of the party, 
whom he received at Buckingham Palace, 
prepared them for what they are to see 
during their tour, and also expressed very 
happily the thoughts that are suggested by’ 
the visit. It helps, he said, to bring still 
further home to the peoples of France and 
Britain the cordial co-operation in which 
both are working, and gives a concrete and 
practical form to the unity of their aims. 
The King’s closing words, which may fitly 
stand as a message from the British to the 
French people, were couched in a hopeful 
strain... ‘‘ We fight side by side with you,” 
he said; “in the belief, stronger now than 
it has ever been since the beginning of the 
war, and daily growing stronger, that vic- 
tory will crown the cause.of right.” We 
must not pass over the King’s expression 
of his hope that the alliance which now 
exists between France and Britain may be 
perpetuated. The utterance will be keenly

n the case of imports, there was a decrease 
in 1914 in raw materials and manufactured 
goods; while there was an increase in farm 
produce, food, and drink stuffs. in the case 
of ‘exports, there was an increase in each of 
the three divisions, but it is in the output of 
shipping tonnage for English and _ Scotch 
orders that the increase principally occurs. 
The group of farm produce, food, and drink 
stuffs represent an import and export 
amounting in 1914 to £68,870,457, out of a 
total of all imports and exports estimated at 
£150,970,220. It is important to note that a 
very large. proportion of even the imports 
into Ireland consists of agricultural produce— 
bacon, eggs, poultry, butter, grain, flour, 
foodstuffs, fruit, and vegetables; and if to 
these are added flax, hides, wool, skins, etc., 
which are included under raw materials, the 
total import of. farm produce alone reaches 
£22, 500,000. This feature of Ireland’s trade 
deserves close attention, as it is significant 
that this country, with its. agricultural 
capacity and potentiality, should be annually 
importing so great a quantity of farm pro- 
duce, much of which is admirably suited to 
be raised at home. 

Exports from Ireland, such .as live stock, 
bacon and hams, butter, poultry, eggs, oats, 
potatoes, vegetables, flax, etc., together with the 
products of the live stock imdustries, such 
as hides, skins, wool, feathers, etc., amount 
to a value of £37,800,000, or nearly half the 
total exports. of Ireland. The chief agricultu- 
ral export of Ireland is live stock, which 
amounted in 1914 to a total estimated value of 
£17,572,215, a deerease of nearly £2,000,000 
as compared with the export of 19135, but 
showing an ‘increase of ovér’ £5,000,000 as 
compared with the export in 1912, The high 
figure for 1913 was mainly due to ihe very 
ltagee numbers of store cattle which were 
held back from shipment during the second 
half of the year 1912 in consequence of the re- 
strictions imposed on the exportation of live 
animals through the outbreak of {oot-and- 
mouth disease; and which were exported in 
‘the early months of 1913. The total number 
“of cattle shipped in 1914 was 945,410, which 
| with the exception of 1913, waa the highest 
figure on record. Live stock imports into Ire- 
led. are small, the total estimated value 
being £300,979. 

In 1914 the total value of dead meat, beef, 
mutton, bacon, and hams exported from Ire- 
land was estimated at £5,287,080, while the 
corresponding imports amounted to £2.749,127. 
It is interesting to note that, including the 
export of live pigs, the total value of. igs 
and pig product in 1914. amounted to over 
£5,300,000. The estimated value of poultry 
exported was £1,071,889, as compared with 
£986,241 in 1913. The exports of eggs and 
poultry together amounted to £4,455,759. The 
quantity and value of butter exported in 1914 
were greater than in any previous year for 
which records are ‘available, the total value 
being £4,641,673. There was an increase in 
the value of fish exported from Ireland in 
1914, the total, including shell-fish, being 
£451,880. The: report, which is an exhaus- 
tive one, contains a great deal of useful infor- 
mation,

The rumour that Houston Stewart 
Chamberlain and Sir Roger Casement are 
taking steps to become naturalised as Ger- 
man subjects is somewhat significant.

A Ministerial organ points out to-day that 
to furnish an estimate of the total number 
of recruits required would be to give valu- 
able information to the enemy, and that 
the Government cannot be expected to do 
that. This is true enough, and yet it will, 
I fear, be difficult to convince either side 
in the controversy unless a fairly definite 
statement is made in regard to the coun- 
trys need in the matter of men. The 
perhaps necessary yagueness which has 
characterised Ministerial utterances on the 
subject up till now has largely accounted 
for the trouble that has arisen. I should 
not be much surprised if before long a 
demand is made for a meeting of the 
Unionist Party. There is much to be said 
for such a meeting, at which the leaders 
could give a fuller account of their reasons 
for acquiescing in certain Cabinet decisions 
than is possible for them to do in .Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Bonar Law, .in particular, 
would probably not be sorry to have such 
an opportunity of seeking a confirmation 
of the mandate which caused him to join 
the Coalition last year. 

Mr. Chaplin has been one of the leading 
figures in the House of Commons for so 
long that there was a touch of sadness in 
the cheers that greeted the moving of the 
writ for Wimbledon to-day in consequence 
of his elevation to the Peerage. He was 
first elected to Parliament in 1868, and has 
sat in every Parliament since, though for 
a few months after the débacle of 1906 he 
was without a seat, and consequently lost 
his claim to be the Father of the House, 
a part which he would look to per- 
fection. Since the Coalition came into 
being, he has acted as leader of the Op- 
position in view of his seniority as a Privy 
Councillor, and has greatly enjoyed his 
new dignity. In his earlier years the 
Squire of Blankney was a very wealthy 
man, and a great figure on the Turf. Who 
has forgotten Hermit’s Derby? But finan- 
cial misfortunes came upon him, and of 
late he has been mainly dependent upon’ 
his political pension. His son, Captain 
Eric Chaplin, who now becomes heir to the 
new Peerage, is married to a daughter of 
Lord Nunburnholine.

WITHDRAWAL OF FRENCH TROOPS 

_ FROM HELLES. 

Early in December orders had, been issued 
for the withdrawal of the Frenc® troops on 
Helles, other™than their artillery, and a por- 
tion of the line held by French Creoles had 
already been taken over by the Royal Naval 
Division on the 12th December. On the 21st 
December, having strengthened the 8th Corps 
with the 86th brigade, the number of tha 
French garrison doing duty on the Peninsula 
was reduced to 4,000 men. These it was hoped 
to relieve early in January, but before doing 
sO Was necessary to give some respite from 
h work to the 42nd Division, which was 
badly in neéd of a rest. My intention, there- 
fore, was first to relieve the 42nd Division b 
the 88th Brigade, then to bring up the 13th 
Division, which was resting at Imbros since 
the evacuation of Suvla, in place of the 29th 
Division, and finally to bring up, te llth 
Division in relief of the French. elles would 
then be held by the 52nd, 1lth, and 13th 
Divisions, with the Royal Naval Division and 
the 42nd Division in reserve on adjacent 
islands, 

On the 24th December General Sir W. Bird- 
wood was directed to make all preliminary 
preparAtions for immediate evacuation, in the 
event of orders to this effect being received. 

EVACUATION QF HELLES., 

On 28th December your Lordship's telegram 
ordering the evacuation of Helles was re- 
ceived, whereupon, in view of the possibility 
of bad weather intervening, I instructed the 
General Officer Commandirig Dardanelles 
Army to complete the operation as rapidly as 
possible. He was reminded that every effort 
conditional on not exposing the personnel to 
undue risk should be made to save all 
60-pounder and 18-pounder guns, 6-inch and 
4.5 howitzers, with their ammunition and 
other accessories, such as mules and A.T. 
carts, limbered wagons, etc. In addition, I 
expressed my wish that the final evacuation 
should be completed in one night, and that 
the. troops should withdraw direct from the 
front trenches to the beaches, and not occupy 
any intermediate position unless seriously 
molested. At a meeting which was attended 
by the Vice-Admiral and the General Officer 
Commanding Dardanelles Army, I explained 
the course which | thought we should adopt 
to again dewive the Turks as to our inten- 
tions. The “situation on the Peninsula had 
not materially changed owing to our with- 
drawal from Suvia and Anzac, except that 
there was a marked increased activity in 
Aerial reconnaissance over our positions, and 
the islands of Mudros and Imbros, and that 
hostile patrouing of our trenches was more 


frequent and daring The most apparent 
factor was that the number of heavy guns on 
the European and Asiatic shores had been 
considerably augmented, and that these guns 
were more liberally supplied with. German 
ammunition, the result of which was that our 
beaches ‘were continually shelled, especially 
from the Asiatic shore. ‘1 gave it as my 


opinion that in my judgment ] did not regard 
ia feintSas an operation offering any prospect 
of success. Time, the uncertainty of weather 
conditions in the Afgean, the absence of a 
sujtdble locality, and the ,withdrawal of small

General Sir W. Birdwood had, in anticipa- 
tion of being ordered to evacuate Helles,. made 
euch an BB and far-seeing arrangements 
that he was able to proceed without delay to 
the issue of the comprehensive! orders which 
the consummation of such a delicate operation 
in war requires. 

He primarily arranged with General 
Brulard, who soiennnded the French Forces 
on the Peninsula, that in orde? to escape the 
disadvantages of divided command in the final 
stage, the French infantry should be relieved 
as early as possible, but that their artillery 
should pass under the orders of the General 
Officer Commanding 8th Corps, and be with- 
drawn concurrently with the British guns at 
the opportune moment, 

On the 30th December, in consequence of 
the instructions I had received from the Chief 
of the General Staff to hand over my com- 
mand at Alexandria to Lieutenant-General Sir 
A. Murray, who, it was stated, was to leave 
England on the 28th December, I broke u 
my Headquarters at Mudros, and vata 
with a small Staff, comprising representatives 
of the General Staff, the Quartermaster- 
General and Adjutant-General branches, on 
H.M.S. Cornwallis to Alexandria. The rest 
of the Staff were sgent on in front so as to 
have offices in working order when my su 
cessor should arrive. 

In the meantime the evacuation, following

HEAVY TURKISH BOMBARDMENT. 


On the 7th January the enemy developed 
heavy artillery fire on the “asam; Ah held by 
ns 
shelled those ofcupied by the: Royal Naval 
Divigion. The bombardment, which was re- 
portéd to be the heaviest experienced since 
we landed in April, lasted from noon until 
5 Pm, and was intensive between 3 p.m. and 
5.50. Considerable damage was done to our 
parapets and communication trenches, and 
telephone communications were interrupted. 
At 3.3 p.m. two Turkish mines were sprung 
near Fusilier Bluff, and the Turkish trenches 
were seen to be full of men, whom their 
officers appeared to be urging to the assault. 
No attack, however, was developed except 
against, Fusilier Bluff, where a half-hearted 
assault was quickly repulsed. Our shortage 
of artillery at this time was amply compen- 
sated for by the support, received from fire 
of the re squadron under Captain D. 
L. Dent, R.N. Our casualties amounted to 
two officers and 56 other ranks killed, and 
four officers and 102 other ranks wounded. 

The 8th January was a bright, calm day, 
with alight breeze from the south. There was 
every indication of the continuance of favour- 
able conditions, and, in the opinion of the 
Meteorological Officer, no important change 
was to be expected for at least twenty-four 
The Turkish artillery were unusually 
inactive. All preparations for the. execution 
of the final stage were complete. 

Thé embarkation was fixed at such an hour 
that the troops detailed for the first trip might 
be able to leave their positions after dark. 
The second trip was timed so that at least a 
greater portion of the troops for this trip 
would, if all went well, be putterked Lefore the 
final parties had left the front trenches. The 
numbers to be embarked at the first trip were 
fixed by the maximum that could be carried by 
the craft available, those of the second trip 
being reduced in order to provide for the poss!-

WARSHIP STRUCK BY TORPEDO. 


About 7 p.m. the breeze freshened consider- 
ably from the south-west, the most unfavour- 
able quarter, but the first trip, timed for 8 
p.m., was despatched without difficulty. The 
wind, however, continued to rise until, by 
11 p.m., the connecting pier between the hulks 
and the shore at 'W ” Beach was washed 
away by heavy seas, and further embarkation 
into. destroyers from these hulks became 1m- 
practicable. In spite of these difficulties the 
second trips, which commenced at 11.20 p.m., 
were carried out. well up to time, and the 
embarkation of guns continued = unin- 
terruptedly. Early, in the evening reports had 
been received from the right flank that a hos- 
tile submarine’ was believd to be moving down 
the straits, and about midnight i MSA. 
Prince George, which had embarked 2,000 
men, and was sailing for Mudros, reported she 
was struck by a torpedo, which failed to 
eaplode. The indications of the presence of a 
submarine added considerably to the anxiety 
for the safety of the troop carriers, and made 
it negessary for the Vice-Admiral to modify 
the arrangements made. for the subsequent 
bombardment of the evacuated positions. 

At 1.50 a.m., Gully Beach reported that the 
embarkation at that beach was complete, and 
that the lighters were about to push off, but 
at 2.10 a.m. a telephone message was received 
that one of the lighters was aground, and 
could not be refloated. The N.T.O. at once 
took all possible steps to have another lighter 
sent in to Gully Beach, and this was, as a 
matter of fact, done. within an hour, but in 
the meantime at 2.30 a.m. it was decided to 
move the 160 men, who had been relanded 
from the grounded lighter, to “W” Beach 
and embark them there. 


EVACUATION COMPLETE. 


From 2.40 a.m. the steadily increasing swell 
caused the N.T.O. the greatest anxiety as to 
the possibility of embarking the remainder of 
the troops if their arrival was much deferred. 

At 3.540 a.m. the evacuation was complete, 
and abandoned heaps of stores and supplies 
were successfuly set on fire by time fuses 
after the last man had embarked. Two maga- 
zines of ammunition and explosives were also 
successfully blown up at 4 a.m. hese con- 
flagrations were apparently the first intima- 
tion received by the Turks that we had with- 
drawn. Red lights were immediately dis- 
charged from the enemy’s trenches, and heavy 


artillery fire opened on our trenches an 
beaches. This shelling was maintained until 
about 6.30 a.m. 

Apart from four ,whserviceable fifteen- 


pounders which had, Ween destroyed earlier in 
the,month, ten worn-out fifteen-pounders, one 
“six-inch Mark VII. gun, and six old heavy 
French guys, all of which were previously 
blown up, were left on the Peninsula. In 
additior- ‘to the above, 508 animals, most of 


whit); were inc i and a number of 
vehicles and considerable quantities of stores, 
~ aterial. and supplies, all of which were 


destroved by burning, had to be abandoned. 

It would have been possible, of course, by 
extending the period during which the process 
of, evacuation proceeded to have reduced th: 
quantity of stores and material that was#eft 
behind on the Peninsula, but not to the degree 
that may seem apparent at first sight. Our 
chances of enjoying a continaity of fine 
weather in the Agean were very slender in 
the month of January; it was, indeed, a con- 
tingency that had to £ reckoned with that we 
might very probably be visited by a spell of 
had weather which would cut us off completely 
from the Peninsula for a fortnight or, perhaps, 
for even longer. 

Supplies, ammunition, and material to a 
sertain degree had, therefore, to be left to the 
last moment for fear of the isolation of the 
garrison at any moment when the evacuation 
mivzht be in progress. I decided, thereore, 
that our aim should be primarily the with. 
drawal of the bulk of the personnel, artillery 
and ammunition in the intermediate period, 
and that no risks should be taken in prolong- 
ing the withdrawal of personnel at the final 
stage with a view to reducing the quantity 
of stores left. 


THE TWO ESSENTIALS. 

The entire evacuation of the Peninsula had 
now been completed. It demanded for its 
successful realisation two important miltary 
essentials, vViz., good luck and skilled, dis- 
clined organisation, and they were both 
forthcoming to a marked degree at the hour 
needed. Our luck was in the ascendant by 
the marvellous spell of calm weather which 

revailed. But we were able to turn to the 
ullest advantage these accidents of fortune. 

Lieutenant-General Sir W. Birdwood and. 
his Corps Commanders elaborated and pre- 

red the orders in reference to the evacua- 
ion with a skill, competence, and courage 
which could not have been surpassed, and we 
had a further stroke of good fortune in 
being associated with Vice-Admiral Sir J. de 
Robeck, K.C.B. ; Vice-Admiral Wemyss, and a 
body of naval offi whose work remained 
throughout this anxious period at that stan- 
dard of accuracy and professional ability which 
is beyond the power of criticism or cavil.

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_ LINE OF COMMUNICATIONS. 

Before concluding this inadequate account 
of the events which ‘happened during my 
tenure of command of the Forces in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, I desire to give a 
brief explanation of the work which was 
carried out on the line of communications, 
and to place on record my appreciation of the 
admirable work rendered by the officers re- 
sponsible for this important service. 

On. the Dardanelles Peninsula it may be 
said that the whole of the machinery by 
which the text-books contemplate the main- 
tenance and supply of an army was non- 
existent. The zone commanded by. the 
enemy’s guns extended not only to the land- 
ing places on the Peninsula, but even over: 
the sea in the vicinity. 

The beaches were the advanced depéts and 
refilling ‘points at which the services of supply 
had to be carried out under artillery fire 
The landing of stores as well as of troops 
was only possible under cover of darkness. 

The sea, the ships, lighters, and tugs took, 
in fact, the place of railways and roads, with 
their railway trains, mechanical transport, 
etc., but with this difference—that the use 
of the latter is subject only to the interven- 
tion of the enemy, while that of the former 
was dependent on the weather. 

Between the beaches and the Base at Alex- 
andria, 800 miles to the south, the line of 
communications had but two harbours, 
Kephalos Bay on the Island of Imbros, 15 
miles, roughly, from the beaches, and Mudros 
Bay, at a distance of 60 miles. In neither 
were there any piers, breakwaters, wharves, 
or store houses of any description before the 
advent of the troops. On the shores of these 
two bays there were no roads of any military 
value, or buildings fit for military usage. 
The water supply at these islands was, until 
developed, totally inadequate for our needs. 


LANDING PLACES OPEN BEACHES. 

The Peninsula landing places were open 
beaches. Kephalos Bay is without protection 
from the north, and swept by a high sea in 
northerly gales. In Mudros Harbour, trans- 
shipments and disembarkations were often 
seriously impeded with a wind from the north 
or south. ese difficulties were accentuated 
by the advent of submarines in the gean 
Sea, on account of which tha Vice-Admiral 
deemed it necessary to prohibit any a 
or store ship exceeding 1,500 tons proceeding 
north of Mudros, and although this rule was 
relaxed in the case of supply ships proceeding 
within the netted area of Suvla, it necessi- 
tated the trans-shipment of practically all re- 
inforcements, , stores, and supplies—other 
than those for Suvla—into small ships. in 
Mudros Harbour. 

At Suvla and. Anzac, disembarkation could 
only be effected by lighters and tugs, thus 
for all personnel and material there was at 
least one trans-shipment, and for the greater 
portion of both two trans-shipments. 

Yet, notwithstanding: the difficulties which 
have been set forth above, the Army was 
well maintained in equipment and ammuni- 
tion... It was well fed, it received its full 
supply of winter clothing at the beginning of 
December. The evacuation of the sick and 
wounded was carried out with the minimum 
of inconvenience, and the provision of hos- 
pital accommodation for them on the Dar- 
danelles line of communication and elsewhere 
in the Mediterranean met all requirements. 

The above is a very brief exposition of the 
extreme difficulties with which “the officers 
responsible were confronted in dealing with a 

roblem of peculiar complexity. They were 
www in being associated in their 
onerous and anxious task with a most com- 
petent and highly trained naval staff. The 
members of the two staffs worked throughout 
in perfect harmony and cordiality, and it 
was owing to their joint efforts that the re- 
quirements of the troops were so well re- 
sponded to.

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' pOGS AND POISON. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Just in this immediate neighbourhood 
two personal friends of mine have lost yalu- 
able dogs, of which they were more than fond, 
and it is impossible, year after year in or near 
the village of Banagher, to keep a dog at all 
with any safety unless always on a chain, 
simply because, for the preservation of sheep 
and lambs and game, poison is laid wholesale. 
True, it is. against the law to lay it within 
twenty yards, I believe, of a road; but the 
scent of poisoned meat may be easily, to any 
dog with a good nose, carried two or three 
times that distance, and birds can, and do, 
carry it, dropping it where they choose. When 
I came to live in Ireland i was horrified ; the 
law, as explained to me, was unthinkable. I 
wrote to the Field newspaper to inquire, and 
was told that, when the Poisons Act was in- 
troduced in England, exception was made for 
Ireland. Why? What I have so constantly 
advocated is to raise the dog tax to the same 
level as in England, and to introduce the 
Poisons Act. : : 

Why should one pay 7s. 6d. for a dog in Eng- 
land, and 2s. 6d., or 2s., in Ireland? Some 
might, 1 suppose, say that this would add 
another to the long list of England’s wrongs 
to Ireland, but no right-minded person will 
venture to deny the horrible cruelty very often 
of a dog dying from strychnine poisoning. We 
must net blame farmers or those who wish to 
preserve the little game they have: the whole 
fault lies in the fact of the country bein 
overrun with useless mongrels, seldom fed, 
turned outside at ae in many cases to 
forage where they will. A 7s, 6d. dog tax 
would put an end once and for all to these 
animals, while those who really and truly 
care for a dog would pay it and be glad to 
feel their friends safe. Dogs in most civilised 
countries were never better treated than now. 
They are being used as sentinels in this war ; 
they are dragging guns and stores; finding 
and saving wounded men; they are giving to 
many enormous pleasure. What in Ireland is 
their fate? Decoyed by foul meat from their 
mistresses’ and masters’ side, to die in agony 
on their return. This is no exaggeration. It 
is unjustifiable, cruel, and wronge, Apply the 
Poisons Act as in England, raise the tax to 
the English rate, and treat the dog as he 
deserves. Should any of your correspondents 
care to move in the matter, I shall willingly 
do all I can to. help them.—Yours, etc.,

THE MINISTRY OF MUNITIONS AND 
IRISH INDUSTRY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—To the All-Ireland deputation intro- 
duced by Mr. John Redmond, who waited 
upon him .on March 12th, Mr. Lloyd George 
is reported to have said: ‘‘ It is fair and just 
that Ireland, contributing as she does, nob 


‘merely in money, but in her own flesh aad 


blood, to this great struggle, should also 
have her fair shane of whatever is going in 
the way of expenditure.’’ We give unstinted 
bi to Mr. Lloyd George for what he has 
one for the nation, especially since he became 
Minister of Munitions, and are very anxious, 
to avoid fault-finding, as the wish of every 
right-minded person in the present crisis is to 
help, and not find fault with men who are 
doing their best. Accepting, therefore, as 
sincere his words above quoted, and as con- 
veying a genuine desire to help Irish manu- 
facturers, may I be permitted to point out to 
him and his colleagues how they. are un- 
wittingly crippling the business of structural 
engineers in Ireland? As Chancellor of the 
Exchequer,-Mr. Lloyd George stopped the 
Board of Works loans to land-owners and 
farmers, who,.by means, of these loans, were 
able to give extensive orders to structural 
engineers for farm buildings, etc. There are 
more than a dozen firms in Ireland doing this 
work, who employed, before the war, not less 
than 500 men. As the Board of Works loans 
cannot now be obtained, orders for these 
buildings have fallen off very seriously. The 
loans were stopped when the cry of the Go- 
vernment was “‘ Business as usual. Carry 
on,” -The structural engineers have carried 
on, but the Government, by means of posters 
on hoardings and tram cars, and in news. 
‘papers, advertised for mechanics, and enticed 
to Great Britain our Lest men in large num 
bers. Not only so, but the Labour Exchanges 
all through the Kingdom have received in 
structions to turn down inquiries for mechanics 
received from firms not doing Government 
work, and to send all the mechanics who 
apply for work to a few large firms in Great 
Britain, engaged upon war work. The Labour 
Exchanges thus have become departments of 
a few large British firms, and it is on this 
account quite impossible to replace the 
mechanics who haye been enticed away, as 
the wants of smaller firms are not laid Lefore 
appiicants for work. 
he structural engineers in Great Britair 
have received from the Ministry of Munitions 
very large orders for steel buildings—orders 
which have enabled them to pay very fine 
wages and to earn very large dividerids—but 
Irish structural engineers have not even been 
asked to quote for any of this work, and, as 
far as I know, not a single order has beer 
piaced in Ireland. .. , One would have though 
that a wise statesmanship would have con 
sidered the economic effect of all these step: 
before taking them. I venture to appeal t: 
Mr. Lloyd George to consider with sympath 
our position.’ Do not let, it be said that ou 
men and our money are wanted, but. not ou 
manufactures.—Yours, etc.,

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THE MOTOR TAXES.

Sir,—I have read with interest the variou: 
letters and leaders which you have rublishe« 
upon the new motor taxes, but to my mind 
tne real point has not been brought out suffi- 
ciently—viz., that apparently the Chancellor 
wants to “eat his cake and have it,” which 
is impossible.

The result will be, in 
my opinion, as far as this country is con- 
cerned, that sales will come to a complete 
standstill, and a great many motor agents will 
be put out of business, resulting in a reduc- 
tion in the amount of income tax payable.

DISCHARGES FROM INDUSTRIAL
